Virginian Warns That 
Credit of Nation Will Be 
Impaired; Raps States 
Seeking R. F. C. Loans

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—(4)— 
Despite a blunt warning from Carter 
Glass, of Virginia, that federal credit 
was endangered, the senate today pass- 
ed the Wagner bill providing a vast 
expansion of the government's unem- 

loyment relief program. 
‘ Carrying an additional $300,000,000 
for relief loans to states and more lib- 
eral terms for construction loans, the 
bill was approved, 54 to 16, and sent 
to the house, where it was expected 
to receive early consideration. 

Just before the final vote, the sen- 
ate agreed, 44 to 28, to substitute the 
Wagner program for the La Follette- 
Costigan bill which proposed to give 
outright $500,000,000 to the states for 
relief of destitution. 

Glass arose, in the midst of a warm 
debate over the methods of distribut- 
ing the relief funds, to denounce both 
bills and propose abolition of the 
Reconstruction Corporation. 

RK. F. C. Assailed. 

Asserting that the nation “woull 
have been on the road to recovery if 
we never had erected the R. F. C.,” 
the Virginia democrat said he was 
ready to vote at once to abolish it. 
Almost coincidentally with his speech 
it became known at the capitol that 
Glass had declined an offer to sit in 
the next cabinet. 

“I have cast my last vote for these 
temporary expedients for socalled re- 
lief,’ Giass said. “The R. F. C. has 
not been a reconstruction corporation, 
it has been a destruction corporation.” 

Then turning to the sponsors of the 
legislation, the diminutive but out- 
spoken Virginian asked: 

“Where do you senators expect this 
money to come from? Is it to be 
picked out of the air?” 

Glass denounced the “rich states”

Arkansas House Asks 


Parnell Punishment 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 20.— 
(P)—The Arkansas house today 
adopted a resolution memorializing 
President-elect Roosevelt that the 
name of Harvey Parnell, former 
governor, be striclen from the 
patronage list as the man who head- 
ed “the most corrupt administration 
since the days of reconstruction.” 
The resolution was adopted by viva 
voce vote. Several representatives 
opposed it, but did not take the 
floor in debate on it. 


The resolution said that Mr. Par- 
nell was a candidate for collector 
of internal revenue for Arkansas. 

It directed the chief clerk of the 
house to mail by registered mail 
with return receipt requested copies 
of the resolution to Governor Roose- 
velt, James A. Farley, chairman of 
the national democratic committee ; 
senators Hattie W. Caraway and 
doe T. Robinson.

Preliminary Debt Discus- 
sion Embraces Many 
Problems Affecting 
U. S. and Great Britain.

sumption of war debts discussions to- 
day by President-elect Roosevelt and 


Ambassador Lindsay of Great Brita‘a 
led the two statesmen into the broad 
field of world economics. 

A carefully worded statement given 


out by Mr. Roosévelt after the two-

The president-elect arranged for an- 


other early meeting with Sir Ronald 
Lindsay, who returned here today with 
the latest views of his government. 

He al8o prepared to announce his 
choice for secretary of state—believed 
to be. Senator Hull, of Tennessee—so 
that he and Sir Ronald could con- 
fer immediately. 

The net result of the second Roose- 
velt-Lindsay meeting was the putting 
into motion of the machinery required 
to bring about a readjustment of the 
whole world economic structure and 
quick action was believed in prospect. 

Gives Statement. 

Sitting in his second floor study, 

where he and Ambassador Lindsay 
had just talked, Mr. Roosevelt read 
the following statement to newspaper- 
men: 
“The British ambassador has given 
to Mr. Roosevelt unofficially the views 
of the British government touching the 
broader aspects of the world economic 
and other situations. 

“The conversation between them 
was confined to the general aspect of 
the problems. No specific proposals 
relating to the world economic con- 
ference or inter-government debts were 
discussed. . 

“Resumption of the conversation 
will take place at an early date. Mr, 
Roosevelt will ask the new secretary 
of state when the choice is announced 
to confer unofficially on the same sub- 


| jects.” 


Submitting to a barrage of ques-

Zangara Gets 80 Years 


While Victims Improve

MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 20.—(4)—As 
scornful of the law as when he tried 
with fanatical zeal to assassinate Pres- 
ident-elect Franklin D. Roosevelt last 
Wednesday night, Guiseppe Zangara 
today pleaded guilty to four courts of 
attempt to murder and was sentenced 
to 80 years in prison. , 

Zangara is 33. His sentences of 20 
years in each case, running consecu- 
tively, constitute life imprisonment at 
Raiford state prison or hard labor in 
the Florida road camps. 

However, should Mayor Antoun Cer- 
mak, of Chicago, or Mrs. Joe H. Gill, 
prominent Miami society woman, die 
of the wounds they received when 
spectators deflected Zanzara’s aim at 
Mr.. Roosevelt, the state will seek a 
first degree murder indictment and 
the death penalty. 

While Guiseppe Zangara, the assas- 
sin, received the equivalent of a@ life's 
sentence, his bullet vietims rested com- 


fortably in Jackson Memorial hos, ital, 
all progressing toward recovery. 

After hearing about Zangara’s fate 
and commenting “they certainly mete 
out justice pretty fast in this state.” 
Mayor Anton Cermak, of Chicago, se- 
verely wounded by one of the Italian’s 
wild bullets, slept most of the after- 
noon, 

Dr. Frederick Tice, noted Chicago 
heart specialist, who arrived today and 
consulted with the physicans attend- 
ing Mayor Cermak, declared: “I be- 
lieve we may leok forward to full re- 
covery of the mayor.” 

Reports from the bedside of Mrs. 
Joe Gill, society matron, who was fell- 
ed by Zangara’s bullets, said she ‘‘rest- 
ed comfortably today.”

GLASS DECLINE 
CABINET POSITION 


Senator Reported To Have 
Informed Roosevelt of 
Decision Monday. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—(®)— 
Speculation that has been raging for 
weeks over whether Carter Glass 
would aecept the treasury portfolio in 
the Roosevelt cabinet was ended by 


tcday with the information he would 
remain in the senate. 

Glass, who has been weighing his 
decision for weeks, was said in au- 
thoritative quarters at the capitol to 
have informed President-elect Roose- 
velt of his declination today shortly 
before or after he made a vigorous 
anti-inflation and anti-lendiny speech 
in the s-nate. 

While his associates contended the 
speech had no bearing on his de- 
cision to stay out of the cabinet, it 
was one of the most important. ad- 
dresses made by the 75-year-old former 
treasury head in his 13 years in the 
senate. 

Covering a wide field, it included a 
recommendation for abolition of the 
Reconstruction Corporation, a _ lash- 
ing the of the recently created home 
loan bank system, stern opposition to 
lowering the gold content of the dol- 
lar if the nation’s gold reserves are 
not to be wiped out in 60 days, and 
receivership rather than further gov- 
ernment loans to railroads. 

Glass’ decision to stay in the sen- 
ate opened up new avenues of specu- 
lation. Some of those close to the 
president-elect believe the treasury 
post now may go to William H. 
Woodin, New York financier and steel 
manufacturer. 

Others saw good prospects for the 
other veteran Virginia senator— 
Claude A. Swanson—entering the

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UNIFORM PAY GUT 
IS SUUGHT IN CITY 


Move Made to Avert Ad- 
ditional 12 Per Cent Out- 
side School System. 


Voting to seek a uniform cut in 


the salaries of all city employes, and 
to ask the Georgia assembly to make 
mandatory on the city receipt of city 
taxes in monthly instalments, cvoun- 
cil Monday afternoon moved to clear 
the fiscal muddle into which ‘it has 
been thrown. through passage and ap- 
proval by Governor Talmadge of a 
charter amendment hiking school al- 
locations. 

Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, chairman 
of the council finance committee, asked 
council to seek a joint conference be- 
tween the city finance committee and 
the current expenditures committee of 
the board of education in order that 
a uniform salary cut for all employes 
may be worked out. Council annroved 
the resolution thus offered and Gilliam 
failed to present a finance committee 
recommendation that non-school em- 
ployes be slashed another 12 per cent 
to absorb the $317,000 it is estimated 
must be raised to meet the new charter 
requirement that 30 per cent of the 
receipts of the city go to schools. 

For the time being an additional 
cut for non-school employes was thus 
averted. 

Expressing general opposition to al- 
location of Jocal funds, Governor Tal- 
madge said Monday he approved the 
school fund boost for Atlanta because 
it had the unanimous approval of the 
entire delegation. 

Key directed a letter te Gilliam in 
which he suggested that certain serv- 
ices could be “charged to the 30 per 
cent allocation.”

EMPLOYE QUIZZED 


ON CHECK FOR 312s 
ADAMS INDORSED 


J. P. Yarbrough Tells of 
Giving Money to Farm 
Head; Other Workers 
Testify to “Gifts.”

A mySterious check, which bore the 
indorsement of Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture G. C. Adams, but which the 


commissioner said he did not remem- 
ber cashing, and stories of additional 
“donations” to help pay oft campaign 
and post-election expenses of the 
Adams’ organization hela the _ spot- 
light Monday as the Sisk committee 
continued its investigation into alleged 
job-selling in the department of ag- 
riculture, 

Monday's session also was marked 
by the absence of J. W. Rountree, di- 
rector of the bureau of markets and 
manager of the Adams’ campaign. 
Rountree was reported seriously ill 
at his home on Park avenue. He was, 
however, represented hy his attorney, 
Paul S. Etheridge, who furnished the 
committee with a doctor’s certificate 
which reported Rountree too ill to ap- 
pear at the hearing. 

Senator J. T. Sisk, of Elberton, 
chairman of the investigation commit- 
tee, said Monday night that he had no 
idea how much longer the investiga- 
tion would take or what the recom: 
mendations of the committee would be. 

Copies of Check Exhibited. 

The mysterious check came up in 
the testimony of J. l’. Yar>rough, an 
employe of the chemistry division of 
the department of agri-ulture. The 
check, for $125, was not offered in 
evidence but Chickman Sisk made pub- 
lic photostatic copies of it. The copies 
showed that it was drawn on Decem- 
ber 27, 1932, :nade payabie to Adams 
and cashed that day at the Fulton 
National bank. Only the signature 
“G. C. Adams” appeared on the back 
of the check. 

Yarbrough revealed in iis testimong 
that the bank had never returned the 
cancelled check to him. He said he 
went to the bank on January 3 and 
asked for his cancelled checks and was 
told that he obtained them the day 
previous. He said recorda at the bank 
indicated that his name had heen 
forged to a bank card ana the check 
and two othef Gancclled ond@Rs Writ- 
ten by him during December handed 
over to that person. He «aid he re 
ceived the other two checks through 
the mail several days lat-r. 

Senator Sisk would not reveal how 
the committee obtained the pictures 
of the check and the indorsement. 

Gave Check to Rountree. 

Under a severe cross-cxamination 
by Senator Sisk and Representative 
D. 8S. Strickland, of Dougias county, 
a member of the committee, Yar- 
brough said he handed the check over 
to Rountree after he had been as- 
sured he would be continued in office 
after Adams was installed. Yar- 
brough served three years as an em- 
Ploye of the department during the 
tenure of Eugene Talmadge, the pres- 
ent governor. 

In answer to a direct question from 
Senator Sisk the witness said that 
though he had been promised a john 
he would not have made the contribu- 
tion to the Adams fund had he not 
been definitely certain of eeceiving an 
appointment from Adams 


“How did you come to make this 

donation, as you call it?’ Sisk asked 
the witness. 
_ “Well, I had been told by the boys 
in the office that if you helped out 
with their finances you would get a 
job,” Yarbrough said. 

“Isn’t it a matter of fact that you 
‘were told that if you paid something 
to this fund you were certain to get 
a job?” the chairman then wanted 
to know. 

“Yes, I had been given to under- 
s'ind that,” the witness said. 

Paid Money for Job. 

“And you paid the money with the 
understanding that you would get a 
job?” Sisk prodded on. 

“Yes,” Yarbrough said. 

Yarbrough said he did not work for 
Adams during the campaign but that 
a relative supported the present com- 
missioner, 

In answer to a question from Mr. 
Strickland, Yarbrough said he had 
served under Governor Talmadge dur- 
ing two campaigns but that he never 
was called upon and never did make a 
contribution to either campaign.

ASSEMBLY. MOVE 
FOR CONVENTION 
ON PROHI. REPEAL 


Resolution Providing for 
Naming of Delegates 
Given Temperance Com- 
mittee; Beer Bill Tabled. 


Acting within an hour after the 


federal congress had ¥oted to submit 
national prohibition repeal to the peo- 
ple, the Georgia legislature Monday 
took the first step toward calling a 


special state constitutional convention 
to act on ratification of the amend- 
ment. 

A resolution providing for the elec- 
tion of delegates and the convening 
of the convention was presented to 
the house and referred to the tem- 
perance committee, which is expected 
to report it favorably within a few 
days. 

A short time before receiving the 
convention resolution the house tabled 
the Cartledge beer bfll which would 
have provided modification of the state 
bone dry law to permit beer of an 
alcoholic content not to exceed that 
which congress may provide in any 
modification of the federal law which 
may be voted before the states have 
acted on repeal. The vote to table the 
Cartledge bill was 108 to 23. No roll 
call was taken.

Boettcher, Police Disagree; 
Funds Ready for Kidnapers 


DENVER, Feb. 20.—UP/)—A deci- 
sion of Claude K. Boettcher, wealthy 
father of the kidnaped Charles Boett- 
cher II., to act independently of po- 
lice was climaxed today by his with- 
drawal of $65,000 from a Denver 
bank, presumably for ransom and re- 
ward payments. 

Authorities said they knew noth- 
ing of the transaction, but an em- 
ploye of the Boettcher-Newton Com- 
pany, of which the missing man was 
a partner, said three checks totaling 
$65.000 and signed by Boettcher had 
passed through a bank during the 
morning.

“The failure,” she said. “to teach 
control of birth as a part of a social 
science program has brought about 
terrible conditions in Japan. Over- 


population causes disease, increase in 
crime and disastrous poverty.”

Future of Russia’s Five-Year Plan 
In Balance, Asserts Chamberlin 


“The outstanding experiment in the 
social system of Russia is the complete 
change in the organization of agricul- 
ture,” asserted William Henry Cham- 
berlin, for 10 years Russian corre- 
spondent for The Christian Monitor,/! 


in an address before a large crowd at 
Glenn Memorial auditorium Monday 
night, on “Ten Years in the Soviet 
Union,” sponsored by the Student Lec- 
ture association of Emory university. 

Mr. Chamberlin described the sub- 
stitution of large state farms for small 
plots owned by individual peasants in 
an effort to increase’ productivity 
through the use of machinery and a 
collectivized farming system. He said, 
however that the shortage of food in 
Russia implies that there is something 
wrong with the agricultural system. 

“The peasants are used to manag- 
ing their own farms and shirk their 


factories could 


work when forced to farm under state 
management,” he said. 


“A number of the industrial plants 
developed in Russia under the five- 
year plan unquestionably add to the 
military strength of Russia,” said Mr. 
Chamberlin. He showed how tractor 
easily manufacture 
tanks, industrial chemical works could 
manufacture munitions, and commer- 
cial fertilizer factories could turn out 
explosives. “The soviet military policy 
seems to be solely defensive, however,” 
he said. 

The best prediction about the ulti- 
mate success of the five-year plan lies 
in the fact that a considerable degree 
of industrial progress has been 
achieved in depredation of the daily 
food supply and general level of living, 
according to Mr. Chamberlin. He said

Good Will Among Nations 
Must Come First, Says 
Dr. Mary Woolley. 


WINTER PARK, Fla., Feb. 20.— 
(P)—It is not likely there will be ma- 


terial disarmament among the na- 
tions until “moral disarmament” be- 
comes universal among the peoples of 
those nations, Dr. Mary E. Woolley, 
president of Mount Holyvke College, 
declared today in speaking at the 
Founder’s Day convocation exercises 
celebrating the forty-eighth anniver. 
sary of Rollins College. 

It became evident during the World 
Disarmament conference at Gene¥a, 
which Dr. Woolley attended last yéar 
as delegate from the United Staies, 
she said, “that the real protection of 
the world in the day in which w live 
is the good will of the peoples to- 
ward one another.” It was generally 
recognized that, in this age and gen- 
eration, she added, “there is no form 
of ‘preparedness’ which really gives 
anes | to a country except the good 
will of its neighbors—such an easy 
thing to talk about and so difficult 
to put into operation. That is where 
moral disarmament comes in. ‘There 
must be material disarmament to save 
the present that there may be a pos- 
sibility of a future, and sioral disar- 
mamenty the disarmament of the mind, 
in order to safeguard that future.” 

The honorary degree of doctor of 
laws was conferred upon Dr. Woolley 
during the exercises, as a tribute, 
President Hamilton Holt said, “be- 
cause of our faith in what you are 
yet to do.” 

Other recipients of honorary degrees 
were Edward Conradi, »resident of 
Florida State College for Women. as 
doctor of laws; Charles Downer Ha- 
zen, professor of histury at Columbia 
University, as doctor of literature;

Governor Blackwood, members of 
the legislature, the dean and faculty 
of the Medical College of South 
Carolina, which Elliott helped to 
found, school officials and the mayor 
of Charleston have been invited to 
attend. Rev. Carl S. Smith, rector of 
St. Paul’s, wii! preach a memorial 
sermon at services preceding the un- 
veiling. 

The exact location of Elliott’s grave 
was not known for nearly half a cen- 
tury after his death in 1830, It was 
found by a mere accident when his 
daughter was buried in St. Paul’s 
graveyard in 1877. In digging her 
grave, workmen uncovered the name 
plate on Elliott’s coffin. A number 
of witnesses marked the spot with 


two stakes. 
He married Esther Habersham, 


i granddaughter of James Habersham, 


a colonial governor of Georgia, and 
daughter of a Revolutionary soldier. 
One of their sons was Bishop Stephen 
Elliott, first bishop of Georgia, and 
associated with Bishops Otey and Polk 
in founding the University of the 
South at Sewanee, Tenn.

For State Action on Repeal 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—(AP)~—Following are the chief provisions 
of a bill introduced in the house today by Representative LaGuardia, re- 
publican, New York, to provide machinery for action by the states on the 


repeal resolution os 

“An election of delegates to the 
various conventions shall take place 
the 16th day of May, 1933. 

“The number of delegates from each 
state shall be twice the number, plus 
one, of the number of representatives 
and senators of each state, except that 
states that now have less than 11 rep- 
resentatives and senators will have 21 
delegates at their state conventions. 

“The power to call the convention 
is conferred by congress to the gov- 
ernor of each state. 

“If the governor fails or refuses to 
act, such power is conferred on the 
senior United States circuit court 
judge residing in that state, or, if 
there is no such circuit court judge 
residing in that state, on the senior 
United States district judge residing 
in that state. 

“The governor is empowered to ap- 


purpose of working out all details in 
accordance with the state law for the 
election of delegates to the convention 
and for the convention itself. 

“Provisions are made to par mem- 
hers of this board $5 a day expenses 
for every full day devoted to the busi- 
ness of such board. 

“Qualifications of electors and dele- 
wzates to the convention are the same 
as now provided for by the state law 
requisite for electors of the most 
numerous branch of the state legisla- 
ture. 

“Delegates to the convention must 
be classified on the ballots as for or 
against the repeal of the 18th amend- 
ment, an equa: number %f delegates 
running against each other. This 1s 
to avoid the crowding of delegates by 
entering of a large number of delegates 
on one side of the question. 


“The ballot must indicate each 


ssed by congress: 


group of electors as being for or 
against the repeal of the 18th amend- 
ment and such additional information 
as the law of the state may require. 

“No ‘provision is made for pay for 
delegates, It is made in honorary  of- 
fice. Provision is made fox traveling 
expense to the state capital by mileage 
of 5 cents a mile, and for maintenance 
during the convention, 

“Provision is made fpr alternates, 
but no allowance for expenses unless 
the alternate must attend the conven- 
tion because of death, sickness or dis- 
ability of the delegate. 

“The same election officials are to 
be employed as were used in the presi- 
dential election of November 8, 19382, 
except that only two are to serve in 
each board. Pay is limited to $5 for 
services on the election day. 

“Provisions are made for ample vol- 
unteer: watchers and challengers rep- 
resenting organizations interested in 
both sides of the question. 

“The state convention must be call- 
ed not less than 30 days nor more 
than 45 days after the election of the 
delegates. : 

‘Federal and state crimiral Jaws are 
made applicable to the election of 
delegates. 

“No state can be enjoined from hold- 
ing an election or convention and no 
court can grant an injunction restrain- 
ing such election or convention. The 
purpose of this is to insure the elec- 
tion being held and the conventions 
taking place, leaving any attack on 
the constitutionality of the method 
employed to be invoked and after the 
ratification, as is now the law. Au- 
thorization for appropriation of 
$7,500,000 is contained in the bill to 
defray the cost of election of delegates 
and the convention.”

REPORTED INCREASING 


$4,000,000 Units Per Capita 
in United States Seen by 
1950.

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—(?)— 
There will be un “energy supply” of 
94,000,000 thermal units for every 
person in the United States in 1950. 
Two years ago the amount was 73,- 
000,000 units per capita. 

This report was made today to the 
American institute of mining and 
metallurgical engineers by W. Spencer 
Hutchinson, professor of mining at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, and August J. Breitenstein of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
Iron company. 

The energy is the actual power, used 
in this country from coal, petroleum, 
gas and water-power. Each unit is 
the amount of heat required to raise 
the temperature of one pound of water 
one degree fahrenhe from 60 to 61 
degrees. That is, if the “energy” 
were divided equally, every person 


would now have enough heat at his 
disposal to warm up 73,000,000 pounds 
of water one degree. 

The rise of petroleum and decline 
of coal in this increased energy pro- 
duction was predicted. 

The outlook for coal, says the re- 
port, “is one of little or no growth, 
whereas petroleum is expected to dou- 
ble its market.”

INCREASE OVER 1931 


Total Value of Live Stock 
Placed at $39,- 
307,000. 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 20.—(4)—The 
Georgia crop reporting service, a unit 
of the United States department of 
agriculture and the Georgia State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, announced today 
that increases are shown in the num- 
ber of cattle and milk cows oneGeor- 
gia farms January 1 as compared 
with the corresponding date one year 
ago. 

The report said the increase for 
the total number of cattle was 5 per 
cent and 4 per cent for milk cows, 
but added that there was a decrease 
of 6 per cent in the number of horses, 
2 per cent fewer mules, a 3 per cent 
reduction in the number of sheep and 
1 per cent fewer hogs. 


he total value of all live stock, not: 


including poultry, on farms in Geor- 
gia January 1, 1933, was placed at 
$39,307,000. a decrease of 14 per cent 
as compared with a valuation of $45,- 
638,000 the preceding year. 

The number of cattle this year was 
estimated at 852,000 compared with 
811,000 head last year. Milk cows 
and heifers totaled 356,000 against 
342,000 in 1932. All cattle were val- 
ued at $10,486,000, representing a re- 
duced valuation of 22 per cent from 
the year before, and milk cows were 
worth $6,746,000, a reduction of 21 
per cent in value. 

The total number of hogs was 
1,376,000, worth $4,624,000 compared 
with 1,390,000 valued at $6,960,000 
the year previous, a decreased valua- 
tion of about 34 per cent. 

Horses and mules were estimated 
at 559,000 head compared with 368,- 
000 last year. Their total value of 
$24,119,000 is 4 per cent below 
previous figure of $25,130,000.

CABINET THREATENED 
BY STRIKES IN FRANCE 


PARIS, Feb. 20:—(#)—The cabi- 
net’s life was jeopardized today by 
“warning” strikes by functionaries 
throughout France which tier up pub- 
lice services from half an hour to an 
hour and a half. 

The senate, working under threat of 
the state employees’ menace, renewed 
talk of overthrowing the cabinet if it 
wilted before such threats, while the 
socialists pledged their support to the 
functionaries-and it was believed cer- 
tain that they would desert the gov- 
ernment if the senate’s cut’in pay to 
government employees became a 
question of confidence. 

The strikes were marked by lack of 
disorders but they slowed down thie 
life of the whole country considerably, 
particularly telephone and telegraph 
services, both in Paris and in the 
provinces. The routine of bourse 
transactions was especially disorgan- 
ized. 

Street cars, buses and subways were 
halted for ten minutes. For an hour 
telephone service was interrupted and 
distribution of the mails was delayed 
for a similar period. School teachers 
announced a half-hour postponement 
of the afternoon sessions. 

The directors of the functionaries’ 
organizations, which total 800,000 
members, warned that today’s strikes 
were only preliminary to further ac- 
tion if the pay cuts were voted. 

The senate, under heavy guard, 
continued its scheduled debate. It is 
likely to reach the pay cut article to- 
morrow,

EQUALIZING ECONOMY. 

Taking into consideration the fine 
highways that exist in the United 
States, the New York Herald 
Tribune believes that an obvious 
way for the nation and the states 
to reduce expenses !s through the 
curtailment of road construction un- 
til public revenues react to the re- 
turn of normalcy. 


In holding that, of all forms of 
useful construction expenditures, 
those for highways furnish the best 
basis for necessary curtailment, the 
Herald Tribune states its position 
as follows: 


_ Broadly speaking, we strongly be- 
lieve that in seeking to balance their 
budgets the nation and the states 
should cut their expenditures drasti- 
cally; that to embark on still greater 
expenditures (which must come out 
of the public pocket) is wrong in 
principle. In a previous editorial we 
commented on what we believe to be 
the “vicious” provisions of the emer- 
gency relief act of 1932, which prac- 
tically make it necessary for high- 
way programs to be maintained at 
present levels for years. 


That it is fundamentally unfair, 
and not in keeping with the best 
interests of the public weal, to 
maintain the huge expenditures 
which all the states and the federal 
government have been making in 
the development of the magnificent 


a time when other governmental 
agencies, of more vital, direct and 
immediate importance to the people, 
are being forced to effect rigid 
economies, is obvious. 

Mayor Key in his annual message 
to council outlined the only way in 
which government budgets can be 
balanced in the face of steadily de- 
clining revenues. In his message 
the mayor recommended only one 
new project to be undertaken dur- 
ing the year, and that only because 
of the necessity of remedying con- 
ditions threatening the health of 
the entire community.

THE PERIL OF TRESPASSING. 


The deadly hazard of trespassing 
on railroad property, which con- 
sists chiefly in walking on tracks 
and in riding on freight trains, is 
again strikingly brought out by fig- 
ures compiled by the safety bureau 
of the Southern Railway System, 
showing that on that system alone, 
192 trespassers were killed and 227 
injured last year. 


The remark frequentiy heard 
during recent months that ‘‘the 
railroads are hauling more  pas- 
sengers on their freight trains than 
in their passenger trains,’’ has its 
tragic corollary in the fact that 
there was an increase of 90. per 
cent in Geaths and 44.5 per cent in 
injuries among trespassers on the 
trains of the Southern, 78 having 
been killed and 156 naving been in- 
jured, as against 41 killed and 108 
injuréd in 1931.

Japan Leads 
Orient. 

The Japanese are proving to be ex- 
cellent diplomats. avi thrown 
the greatest consternation into 
League circles by threatening to 
withdraw from that organization, 
they have now made a proposal of 
far greater import. Under leadership 
of the most prominent Japanese 
statesmen, businessmen and military 
leaders, a conference was held in 
Tokyo which resulted in the forma- 
tion of a Pan-Asiatic association. Sev- 
eral princes of the imperial house at- 
tended the gathering. One of the di- 
rect results of this association is that 
the Nanking government may unego- 
tiate directly with Tokyo over the 
“unofficial war” in the northern Chi- 
nese provinces after this. 

The idea of a Pan-Asiatic associa- 
tion has many sympathizers in China. 
It is an idea in which Chinese na- 
tionalism may find a fuller expres- 
sion than in the conditions which 
have prevailed hitherto. To_ these 
nationalist groups, therefore, Japan, 
which is the originator of the Pan- 
Asiatic idea and which is also its 
strongest guarantee, Japan | looks 
more as a friend and benefactor of 
China than as an enemy. <A free 
union of Asiatic —— under lead- 
ership of Tokyo would not mean the 
colonization of China by Japan, in 
the manner that India is colonized 
by the British. It would be a fed- 
eration of states—the most power- 
ful political combine that the world 
has ever seen, by the way. 

This is Japan’s proposition. It is 
a scheme at once bold and fantastic. 
But it should not diminish our re- 
spect for the Japanese leadership, 
which, whatever else may be said of 


it, certainly does not lack in vision}.

M. Andre Tardieu broke a long si- 
lence the other day and with his first 
declaration in months threw a bomb- 
shell in French political circles.

In the “doctor's bible’’—Osler’s 
Practice of Medicine, to be found in 
every library—we read: 

George Cheyne’s 13th apho- 
rism contains a volume of dietetic 
wisdom: “Every wise man, after 
50, ought to begin to lessen at 
least the quantity of his aliment” 
(Cheyne, Osler and I said aliment, 
whatever the proofreaders or ty- 
pographers may think we meant), 
and if he would continue free of 
great and dangerous distempers 
and preserve his senses and facul- 
ties clear,to the last he ought ev- 
ery seven years go on abating 
gradually and sensibly, and at last 
descend out of life as he ascended 
into it, even into the child's diet.” 
By child’s diet, of course, Cheyne 
meant a straight milk diet. 

Who was George Cheyne, by the 
way? That seven-year allusion in 
his aphorism makes one wonder how 
he got that way. Briefly, George was 
the famous Fat Boy of his time, born 
in Scotland in 1671, yet by the time he 
was 30 vears old he had managed 
somehow t» get his weight up to 448 
pounds, and entirely by eating and 
drinking in excess. But now his na- 
tivity showed itself by the great short- 
ness of breath and lethargy of the man

first half of this month. 

Commissioner Adams has furnished 
the committee with a statement which 
shows that all of his employes sal- 
aries’ have fluctuated similarly. He

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PLEA FOR ACTION 


Major Issues Included in 
List of Projects Urged 
for Early Passage. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—(UP) 
President Hoover today sent a spe- 
cial message to congress urging adop- 
tion of eight important measures which 
he believes will help the country re- 
cover from the business depression. 

Mr. Hoover recommended : 

1. Adoption of the bankruptcy bill. 

2. Ratification of the Great Lakes- 
St. Lawrence seaway treaty. 

3. Enactment of the Glass banking 
bill. 

4. New authority to the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation to increase 
relief loans, 


5. Further study -of the farm relief, 
but without adoption of the domestic 
allotment plan. 


6. Repeal of the ioan publicity 
clause in the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation act. 


7. Early expansion of the home 
loan discount banks into a general 
mortgage discount system. 

8. An embargo on arms to warring 
nations, 


The text of President Hoover’s mes 
sage was as follows: 
: “There are certain measures looke 
ing to the promotion of economic re 
covery which have been under con- 
sideration by the congress and are so 
advanced toward completion or under- 
standing as to seem possible of enact- 
ment during the present session. 


“1. It is most necessary’ that the 
principles of the bankruptcy bill, 
which has already been acted upon 
by the house, should be passed by the 
senate. The whole object of the bill 
is to secure ofderly co-operation be- 
tween creditors and debtors, whether 
farmers, individuals, general corpora- 
tions or railroads, for mutual adjust- 
ment which will preserve the integ- 
rity and continuous operation of busi- 
ness, save the values of good will and 
the continuation of people in their oc- 
cupations, and thus avoid destruction 
of the interest of both parties. This 
legislation is of the most critical im- 
portance in this period of readjust- 
ment, Incidentally such a workable 
system is highly necessary in order 
to permit a certain minority of rail- 
roads to be so reorganized as to re 
duce fixed charges and thus relieve 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion of drains in prevention of de 
structive receiverships. 

The Great Lakes-St. Lawrence 
seaway treaty should be ratified. It 
not only will serve a great nationdl 
purpose, but is of importance now 
also to relieve unemployment by its 
construction. 

“3. The enactment by the house of 
the genéral principles embodied in the 
Glass banking bill which has already 
passed the senate will greatly con- 
tribute to re-establish confidence. It 
is the first constructive step to remedy 
the prime weakness of our whole econ- 
nomic life—that is organization of 
our credit system. 

“4. Authority should be given to 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- - 
tion to increase the amount of loans 
to states and municipalities for pur- 
pose of assistance to distress on the 
same terms as the present act. While 
the corporation has funds available 
which will last until July, it is desir- 
able that they should be supplemented. 

“5. It seems clear that the domes- 
tie allotment plan is wholly unwork- 
able. It will do far greater harm than 
good to agriculture. .. ,. The plan 
proposed by the secretary of agricul- 
ture some time since’ for temporary 
leasing of marginal lands is the least 
harmful and the most hopeful of all 
the plans which have been proposed. 

“6. I eernestly becommend repeal 
of the procedure of the house of repre- 
sentatives in publishing loans made by 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. These transactions should be 
@pen to the fullest degree to the repre- 
sentatives of the congress, but their 
publication in the last few months bad 
led to widespread, mostly innocent. 
misinterpretation, vicious in effect, by 
depositors and alarmists who do not 
recognizé that such borrowings repre- 
sent an endeavor of the institution to 
provide funds needed in service to 
their respective communities. This 
publication is destroying the useful- 
ness and effectiveness of the Recon- 
struction Corporation, is exaggerating 
fears and is introducing new elements 
of grave danger It is drying up the 
very sources of credit. The effect of 
such publication is forcing payment by 
distressed debtors to replenish bank 
funds. It is causing the hoarding of 
currency. 

“7, While the congress could not 
enact such a law during this session, 
I recommend that it should institute 
an inquiry with view to the early ex- 
pansion of the home loan discount 
banks into a general mortgage dis- 
count system to be owned co-opera- 
tively by banks and mortgage com- 
panies, 

“8. Peace would be promoted and 
the killing of men checked in various 
parts of the world today if the execu- 
tive had the authority to join with 
other nations in preventing the ship- 
ment of arms to such localities. [ 
earnestly recommend that the legisla- 
tion proposed for this purpose be en- 


acted.

Supreme Court Denies 
Plea of Smith, Ellis 


The United States Supreme court 
Monday refused to review the cases 
of W. Clyde Smith and #d O. Ellis, 
convicted of swindling Roy E. Martin, 
of Columbus, of $90,000 in a fake 
horse racing scheme in 1931. Smith, 
who is out under $25,000 bond, will 
be rearrested immediately and will 
begin his sentence, Judge E. Marvin 
Underwood said Monday night. 

Smith and Ellis, who already is 
serving his 5-year term at the federal 
prison for using the mails to defraud, 
are alleged to have gotten $60,000 
from Martin at one time and later 
$30,000, which the government said 
was returned to him. Their scheme 
purported to make horse race bets safe 
for the bettor by “advance informa- 
tion.” Smith, who faces a five-year 
sentence, is not in the state at pres- 
ent, it was said, but will be taken 
into custody as soon as the official 
ruling of the supreme court is hand- 
ed to Georgia authorities.

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VOTE FOR REPEAL 


Four Vote Dry; Wright, 
Mobley, Tarver, Lank- 
ford, Oppose Resolution. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The 
Blaine “naked” repeal _ resolution, 


which passed the house today by the, 


surprising vote of 28¥ to 121, was 
supported by six members of the Geor- 
gia delegation: and opposed by four, 
with two 1.:mbers, Brand, of Athens, 
and Larsen, of Dublin, not voting. 

Representative Homer 8S. Parker, of 
Statesboro, was the only member of 
the Georgia delegation to change his 
position from that taken at the time 
the house voted for repeal, the first 
day of the current session. 

Mr. Parker advised his. colleagues 
that he voted against the Garner re- 
peal resolution because state legisla- 
tures, instead of conventions, wou! ! 
have passed on the question of ratifi- 
cation. 

“Inasmuch,” he said, “‘as the resolu- 
tion we are now considering permits a 
call of conventions by the states them- 
selves, I find myself in a position to 
vote for repeal.” 

Representative W. W. Larsen, who 
voted against repeal the first time it 
Was acted upon, was away from the 
city today and therefore did not take 
part in the balloting. 

Those Who Voted ‘Aye.’ 

Those voting in the affirmative were 
Representative Cox, of Camiila; 
Castellow, of Cuthbert; Ramspeck, of 
Decatur; Wood, of Canton, Parker, 
of Statesboro, and Vinson, of Milledge- 
ville. The negative votes were cast by 
Representatives Wright, of Newnan, 
Mobley, of Forsyth; Tarver, of Dalton, 
and Lankford, of Douglas. 

Representative Ramspeck sent the 
following telegram late today to all 
members of the house and senate of 
Georgia general assembly from the 
fifth éongressional district: 

“For some time I have desired that 
an opportunity be afforded the peop!2 
of our district to express at the ballot 
box their preference as to retention or 
repeal of 18th amend ent. The con- 
gress has today sub~iitted this ques- 
tion to the states, | hope that in pro- 
viding for a convention in Georgia to 
determine this question you will urge 
the general assembly to authorize a 
direct expression of the people at the 
ballet box.” 

Mr. Ramspeck said he was most 
anxious that every citizen of his dis- 
trict be given an opportunity to vote 
his convietion as to whether the coun- 
try should be “dry” or “wet.” 

Representative Tarver, one of the 
leading “drys” of the house, was the 
only Georgian to raise his voice in 
favor of or in opposition to the resolu- 
tion before the final vote was taken.

ment ought to be repealed and stands) 
by the conviction. But for the man 
who deep down in his heart believes 
it should not be repealed and that 
repeal would endanger the welfare 
of every fireside in America, and 
nevertheless votes for repeal, excus- 
ing himself by offering the declara- 
tion of the delegates to some con- 
vention, or the action of some party 
caucus, I have only profound pity. No 
office on earth is worth such a sac- 
rifice. 

“I pity the man who says he is 
going to vote for repeal here, and 
then goes home and votes against re- 
peal. He is neither a soldier nor a 
sailor. He might be a marine, fight- 
ing first on water and then on land, 
were it not that the marines are good 
fighters and traditionally loyal to one 
flag. The Bible talks about him 
when it says: ‘Thou art neither hot 
nor cold, I will spew thee out of my 
mouth.’ 

Denounces Fence Riders. 

“But my profoundest commisera- 
tion goes out to men who have voted 
on both sides of this question, and 
especially to those who as late as last 
December voted against repeal and 
now vote for repeal. There has been 
no party convention since then. | The 
same platform declarations existed 
then that exist now. A party caucus 
may have intervened, but _ whoever 
heard of a party caucus being more 
powerful than a party platform. Will 
gentlemen who voted ‘No’ in Decem- 
ber, despite their platform, vote ‘Aye 
now, and attempt to excuse them- 
selves by pointing to a party caucus? 
The suggestion is absurd. 

“There are few, if any, men who 
have earned honor by fighting on both 
sides in any war. The man who votes 
wet here and then goes home to vote 
dry, exhibits versatility of such a 
character as might have enabled him, 
had he been in the World War, to 
pilot the Germans through Belgium 
and then join the allied forces de- 
fense of Paris. I will not bring the 
enemy to my people’s doorsteps and 
then undertake to repel him. I will 
fight hie all the way. And neither as 
a citizen or democrat who expects al- 
ways to be a democrat, nor as a pub- 


lie servant, shall I offer any apology 


for so doing to any individual on 
earth, believing, as I do, that I am 
keeping faith with those who sent me 
here and whose agent i am. 

Fight for Convictions. 

“T shall not ‘hold with the hare 
and run with the hound,’ I shall not 
sacrifice my convictions upon any al- 
tar of alleged party loyalty. The dem- 
ecratic party of my fathers is a party 
of good morals and good government, 
and I shall do my utmost as a hum- 
ble member to keep it so. The prin- 
ciples of that party have never re- 
quired any man to sacrifice his con- 
scientious convictions upon a moral 
question. If I am true to my people 
and true to myself, I shall not be un- 
true to the democratic party.” 

In explaining his opposition to re- 
peal, Representative Mobley said he 
was elected to congress as a “dry,” 
that he did not consider the “wet” 
plank of his party’s Chicago platform 
bound him, and that a great many 
women of his district had written to 
him violently protesting against his 
going over to the “wet” side. . 

“I promeed these good women tha 
I would remain in the ranks of the 
drys as long as I remained in this 
congress,” he declared.

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TAG BILL ACTION 
EXPECTED TODAY 


Senate Bloc Agrees to 
Take Up Measure Again. 
Time Limit Extended. 


The much-discussed automobile li- 
cense tag bill, on the senate table since 
last Wednesday, is expected to be tak- 
en up for discussion again today. 

Agreement to take another step to- 
ward adjustment of the difficulties 
between the senate and the house over 


the measure has been reachd by mem- 
bers of the bloc which votd last week 
to pay it on the table. Because of 
this agreement, Senator Charles How- 
ard, of Cusetta, who announced Satur- 
day that hs would move Monday to 
take up the bill, did not carry out 
his announcea intention. 

As the bill lay on the table Mon- 
day the senate adopted a resolution 
offered by the floor leader, Senator 
George W. Fetzer Jr., of Guyton, 
which calls upon all sheriffs and peace 
officers to delay enforcement of the 
law requiring a new tag before Feb- 
ruary 1 to April 1. By a sort of 
gentleman’s agreement between Gov- 
ernor .cugene Talmadge and the peace 
officers most of Georgia’s automobile 
owners are still using their 1932 tags. 

At the same time the house received 
from Representative Columbus Alex- 
ander, of Chatham county, a resolu- 
tion calling upon the motor vehicle 
division of the state department of 
revenue to return to any one who pur- 
chases tags in advance of the new law 
any difference in the charges for the 
tags. This resolution, which is known 
to be supported by the head of the 
motor vehicle division, Marcus Me- 
Whorter, was referred to the special 
judiciary committee. 

What the senate will do with the 
auto tag bill remained undetermined 
Monday night. It has on the table 
its own bill, amended by the house. 
The house amendment substitutes a 
price scale for tags. ranging from $3 
to $18, which supplements the $5.63 
to $15 range fixed by the senate in 
its original bill, which in turn was 
substituted for a bill passed by the 
house in which the price range was 
from $3 to $15. 

A bill reorganizing the state high- 
way department by providing for sev- 
en members instead of three was in- 
troduced Monday in the house by 
Spivey, of Emanuel; Arnall, of Cow- 
eta, and 33 other representatives, The 
bill would divide the state into six 
road districts, the governor appointing 
a member of a new board from each 
district and one from the state at 
large. 

A chairman of the board would be 
elected by members and his salary 
would be limited to $6,000 a year. 
Present board members would repre- 
sent their respective districts on the 
new board until their terms expire. 
The bill is supposd to be in line with 
Governor Talmadge’s view on reor- 
ganization of the board.

ALBANY, Ga., Feb. 20.—Gerald M. 
Livingston's brilliant setter, Captain 
of Kilsyth, won the all-age stake here 
this afternoon in the southern amateur 
field trials with one of the most 
dazzling exhibitions of bird-dog genius 
that the south has seen. 


A second series was necessary to 
decide the winner. Three dogs were 
called back. Captain of Kilsyth and 
Glory, the two setters, were put 
down. After their running was com- 
pleted the winners were announced. 

Livingston, who came from New 
York city for the trials, registers his 
dog from there, and so the all-age 
stake, won last year by W. C. Potters 
Lucky Strike, goes again to New York. 
With it goes the Judge R. W. Bing- 
ham cup. 

The winner today is out of Cripple 
City Girlie and by Kilsyth’s Eugene. 
Glory is by General's , and out 
of Valentine’s Ghost. 

Second place went to a Georgia 
dog, Glory, a small setter bitch owned 
by Charley Jordan, of Monticello. 
Glory gave a great exhibition in win- 
ning. 

Third place also went to a Georgia 
dog. G, C. Hamrick, of Albany, scoring 
with Mac's Manitoba, a beautiful big 
liver and white pointer. 

Captain of Kilsyth was down in 
the first brace of the morning with 
Doughboy Doone, a pointer owned by 
J. R. Padrick, of Tifton. 

The trials were delayed from 7 
o'clock until after 8 o'clock because 
of a heavy downpour of rain, which 
swept the fields for more than a half 
hour. 

‘Thee witness did not deter Captain 
of Kilsyth, The beautiful setter was 
ranging far and wide with a lot of 
speed and absolutely no indecision.

I asked Corbett about this, His 
answer wus: “Legs—legs and con- 
dition. All those long hours of 
read work, shadow boxing, rope- 
skipping, training, had left me 
with a pair of legs that I could 
build on—with a ger physi- 
cal condition that I could recon- 
struct. 

“I had found out that my legs were 
fit and ready before I ever challenged 
Jeffries. I had made the test over 
many months of secret training. I 
knew the legs that had carried me 
61 rounds against Peter Jackson would 
carry me at least 25 rounds against 
Jim Jeffries if no fatal knockout in- 
tervened. 

“Modern fighters know little 
or nothing about developing leg 
stamina and speed. Their train- 
ing amounts to less than noth- 
ing. Jack Dempsey was a hard 
worker, but Jack spent most of 
his time building up his arms and 
his punching power. 

“Gene Tunney was a leading excep- 
tion. He knew the. value of good 
legs and perfect condition. He trained, 
not for a few weeks, but for years. 

“Legs—legs—" Jim continued. 
“They are what transportation 
means to an army. They take 
your guns into action. They take 
you out of trouble. They are a

The ‘One Mistake. 


“How did Jeffries ever happen to 
coatch you?” I asked. 

“TI made one of the most fatal 
human mistakes that anyone can 
make in sport,” Jim said. “Yet 
it is a common mistake. I took 
too much for granted. I was so 
far ahead with — three rounds 
left—just nine minutes—that I 
became careless. 

“You may recall the line that the 
late Harry Pulliam, president of the 
National league, put up in his office 
after the Evers-Merkle incident—‘take 
nothing for granted.’ 

“This advice came a few years 
too late for me. I was thinking 
only of the reward that would 
follow the first of the champion- 
ship comebacks. 

“I, of course, should have concen- 
trated entirely on keeping away from 
Jeff those last three rounds. I had a 
lead that nothing but a knockout 
could wipe out. 

“As it was, I had taken no 
thought of my position in the 
ring. So when Jeffries came at 
me and I jumped back, I had no 
idea the ropes were so close to 
my body. I should have known 
exactly where I was, so that in 
such a case I could easily slip 
to one side. 

“But, as it happened, hitting the 
ropes unexpectedly, my body was 
thrown forward just as he started a 
smashing left. It happened so quick- 
ly that I had no idea where I was or 
what had happened until I came to on 
the floor. 

“You don’t mind it so much 
when you haven’t a chance to 
win, when you are outclassed. 
That is something beyond your 
help—for that occasion. But it 
isn’t so easy to lose when you 
feel that you have thrown your 
own chance away, with the battle 
already won. 

“All I had to do those last three | 
round was to use one of my best ring | 
assets—strategy—to win by one of | ‘ 
the widest margins in all ring history. | 

“But I let overconfidence— 
carelessness—taking too much for 
granted—in just one brief mis- 
take—a second’s fault—kill the 
greatest chance any fighter had 
ever known, or many krow again. 
When you step into the cham- 
pionship class of sport you can’t 
afford mistakes—especially care- 
less ones. The cost is entirely too 
high. 

“Anyway,” Corbett said, “I at least 
proved that a man of thirty-five can 
get into just as good condition as he 
ever was.’

CORBETT BEAT 
BRITISH CHAMP 
IN SHORT ORDER 


Mitchell Was Shown No 
Mercy in Bitter 
Fight. 


By Bill Roche. 


(As Told to Edward J. Neil) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—(4)—The 
less said about Jim. Corbett’s three 
round knockout of Charley Mitchell, 
British champion who once knocked 
John L. Sullivan down and fought 
him 39 rounds to a draw in Chantilly, 
France, the better for all concerned. 

At his best, Mitchell weighed no 
more than 160 pounds. He hated 
Corbett bitterly and “Pompadour Jim” 
felt just as keenly about the English- 
man. There was so much bad blood 
between the pair that Mitchell spat 
in Corbett’s face one night in Miner's 
Bowery theater, when he dared Jim 
to fight it out on the bar room floor. 

AS a result Corbett showed no mercy 
when they finally were matched and 
fought at the end of a three-day fight 
carnival in Jacksonville, Florida, Jan- 
uary 25, 1894, about fifteen months 
after I saw Jim win the heavyweight 
championship from Sullivan in New 
Orleans. So vicious was their enmity 
that there were questionable tactics 
on both sides. 

In the second round Corbett knocked 
Mitchell flat with a right to the tem- 
ple and Honest John Kelly, who was 
refereeing, had to keep Jim from tear- 
ing into the Englishman on the floor. 
Again in the third, after a left floored 
Mitchell, Corbett’s seconds had to pull 
him off the British champion. He was 
loosed long enough to knock Mitchell 
down again, bringing a gush of blood 
from the nose and mouth. The 
Englishman rose once more and Cor- 
bett, beside himself with rage, floorel 
him for the last time with a terrific 
right to the temple. 

LEAVES EARLY. 

Corbett never came cl... than he 
di. that night to losing a fight, and 
his championship, on a foul. I got 
out of town before everyone connected 
with the thing was arrested. 

When Corbett lost his title to Bob 
Fitzsimmons in 14 rounds at Carson 
City, Nevada, March 17, 1894, 1 was 
down close to tke ringside. It was the 
most one-sided fight you ever saw 
until Fitzsimmons, in desperation, 
landed a left to the body and knocked 
Jim out with the first real blow he 
had landed all during the fight. 

For five rounds Corbett battered 
Fitzsimmons unmercifully and Bob 
couldn’t get in a punch. Corbett was 
as fast as a lightweight and he jabbed 
Fitz silly. The more Fit: tried to feint 
and hook the faster Corbett hit him. 
In the sixth Jim opened up, brought 
blood streaming from Fitz’s nose with 
lefts, and knocked him down for nine 
with a right to the chin. 

Fitz was so badly battered that it 
didn’t look as though he could possibly 
get up, but he did, somehow. Corbett 
but he 
went on making a mess of Bob's face, 
blocking everything Fitz tried up to 
the fourteenth. 

PECULIAR END. 

It was as peculiar an ending to a 
fight as anyone ever saw. Fitz wes 
covered with blood, all in, and he was 
swinging so wildly that he hadn't a 
chance to hit Corbett. He let go a 
wild right and Jim stepped back, con- 
fident and as fresh as when he start- 
- But he must have been a little care- 
ess, 

Fitz pivoted and brought around 
his left, blindly, as he missed the 
right. Corbett was just stepping and 
the punch sank into what the experts 
ever after called the solar plexus. 
Corbett was in agony as he sank to 
the floor. He crawled to the ropes, try- 
ing to get back the breath that had 
been knocked out of him. Everyone 
in the place was shouting foul and 
all the seconds climbed into the ring. 

In about 20 seconds Corbett had his 
breath back and was ranting around 
the ring, trying to get at Fitz. It 
wasn’t until then, in the middle of a 
free-for-all, that George Siler, the 
referee, finally decided Fitz had won 
fairly, had taken Corbett’s champion- 
ship on a knockout. 

No matter how much Corbett tried, 
Fitz never would fight him again.

_“Cavaleade,” the saga of an em- 
pire. Shown. for the first time in 
Atlanta at the Erlanger theater last 
night before a capacity audience that 
sat spellbound through the two hours 
it takes to screen the production.

Such a story, transferred to the 
screen with the hand of genius, is 
like a great painting. A _ painting 
that no canvas could encompass. A 
painting that is limned against the 
moving panorama of a _ generation. 
Only the screen can approximate the 
sweep, the breadth and depth and hu- 
man realties of such a story. 

Story of England. 

It is, briefly, the story of Eng- 
land, mother of nations, during the 
years from 1900 to the present day. 
It tells that story through a single 
family, a family typical of the Eng- 
land we all know, a family of aver- 
age decent English people, father, 
mother, two sons. With these char- 
acters in the foreground we see, mov- 
ing in the relentless fingers of fate, 
the travail and the triumph, the 
heroism and the suffering of a great 
nation and at the end we are left 
with a prayer, in the form of a toast, 
for that nation’s future.

Then pass a full measure of praise 
to Frank Lloyd, who directed the pic- 
ture for Fox Films. And pay special 
tribute to Fox, for the making of a 
picture that reproduces London and 
England so accurately, in Hollywood. 

Diana Wynyard Great. 

Of the cast, which numbers more 
than 30 named players and thousands 
of others, first honors must go to 
Diana Wynyard. In the role of the 
wife and mother through whose life 
is interwoven the entire history of 
her time, she is superb. It is hard 
to say at which period she appears 
greater. She ages with convincing 
charm as the story progresses and she 
conveys the atmosphere of gentleness 
with a naturalness that is rare today, 
on stage or in real life. 

Clive Brook as the father is almost 
as good. He only suffers because the 
marvelous performance of Miss Wyn- 
yard overshadows all the others. 

Ursula Jeans is sparkling as Fanny 
Bridges, the dancer, while Herbert 
Mundin and Una O’Connor contribute 
brilliant characters as the _ public 
house keeper and his wife. , 

Margaret Lindsay does an excep- 
tionally fine small bit as the bride 
who sails on the Titanic for her hon- 
eymoon, while John Warburton, Beryl 
Mercer, Merle Tottenham and others 
add to the perfection of the entire 
performance. 

Frank Lawton as the younger son 
is likeable throughout, but he doesn’t 
show the effects of his war experi- 
ences sufficiently in his later scenes.

“Inequality in wealth is not a 


paradox,” she said, “it is the normal 
way of capitalism. I see no solution 
under our present economic system.” 

Urging that people study the situa- 
tion intelligently so that they might 
advance their views if a new social 
order is demanded, Miss Chappell in- 
ferred that most people know that 
something is wrong with the general 
order of things, yet on the other hand 
don’t know what they really want. 

Referring to the American Federa- 
tion of Labor’s recent estimate of 
12,000,000 unemployed, Miss Chap- 
pell added that in a re-checking of 
the situation the Labor Research 
Association had raised that number 
to 17,000,000. 

“Capitalism wants unemployment,” 
she said. “It is a part of our present 
economic system.” 

Next week, Hubert Herring, execu- 
tive director of the committee on cul- 
tural relations with Latin America, 
will deliver an address at the Y. W 
©, A. on the subject: “America in An 
Inter-Dependent World.” Norman 
Thomas, socialist candidate in the 
last presidenttial election, will speak 
the week following Mr. Herring.

of New York and Pennsylvania for 
borrowing from the R. F. C. and said 
he was “ashamed” that Virginia also 
had asked for federal aid. 

“There isn’t a respectable commu- 
nity in the United States,” he said, 
“with any humanitarian spirit what- 
soever that isn’t able to take care of 
its own destitute.” 

Attacking the emergency measures 
adopted by congress, Glass said ‘“‘we 
permitted.ourselves to be rushed off 
our feet to adopt all these psychologi- 
cal poultices.” 

He characterized the home loan 
bank xystem as an “abominable” thing, 
and said the railroads should be al- 
low to go inte receiverships. 

“A railroad doesn’t disappear when 
it goes into receivership,” he said. 
“The only difference is they don’t have 
to pay $150.000 a year for a presi- 
dent. The only way to get- recon- 
struction of the railroad financial set- 
up is to put some of them in the 
hands of -receivers.” 

The former treasury secretary 
warned against inflationary measures, 
and said “if we undertake to de- 
value the gold dollar, I don’t think 
we will be able to sell another fed- 
eral bond.” 

Senator La Follette, republican, 
Wisconsin, one of the sponsors of. the 
$500,000.000 bill, opened the debate 
with a speech asserting the Wagner 
substitute program would ‘continue 
the process of pauperization.” 


The fiery young Wisconsin senator 
said relief now was being adminis- 
tered on a “semi-starvation basis” and 
would be continued that way if the 
Wagner bill were adopted. 


Similar views were expressed by 
the other sponsors of the bill, Costi- 
gan, democrat, Colorado, who said the 
Wagner principle of administering re- 
lief has not “saved us from poorly ad- 
ministered, unstandardized and for the 
most part cruelly inadequate relief.” 

Senator Wagner, democrat, New 
York, sponsor of the bill which finally 
was approved, predicted it was the 
only form of relief that could be 
enacted in view of President Hoover’s 
views. 


POLLARD DENIED VIRGINIA 

HAS BORROWED U. S. FUNDS 

RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 20.—(®)— 
Governor Pollard tonight met Senator 
Glass’ criticism of Virginia’s partici- 
pation in Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration funds with the assertion that 
Virginia has borrowed no money from 
the R. F. C. and the money it has 
received from the agency has not near- 
ly amounted to what the Federal gov- 
ernment this year will take out of 
Virginia in recently levied Federal 
taxes. 

“The State of Virginia has not bor- 
rowed any money from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation,” the 
governor said. “The fact that the 
constitution prohibits such borrowing 
is well-known to the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation and to me. The 
sum which Virginia has received for 
relief work is to be reimbursed to the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
by making five annual deductions be- 
ginning with the fiscal year 1935, 
from the regular apportionment made 
from future federal authorizations in 
aid of states for the construction of 
highways.” 


CHINESE VICTORY 
CLAIMED IN JEHOL 
AS STRIFE FLARES

JAPANESE OFFENSIVE 
MAY BE OPENED TODAY 

TOKYO, Feb. 21.—(Tuesday)—(?) 
Saying that Japan had decided to se- 
eede from the League of Nations; Ad- 
miral Minea- Osumi, Japanese naval 
minister, today ordered the Japanese 
navy to be prepared for any emer- 
gency. : 

His instructions followed quickly 
upon fast-moving devélopments that 
were bringing to a head the Sino- 
Japanese dispute regarding Manchuria 
and the nearby province of Jehol. 

Although a foreign office spokes- 
man said the Japanese assault on 
age-old Jehol might begin today, con- 
comitant with the League of Nations’ 
adoption of a\ report condemning the 
Japanese course in Manchuria, other 
military leaders here said the careful- 
ly-prepared and long-expected assault 
on Jehol might not start for several 
days. 


Skirmishes in Jehol. 

These statements. were made par- 
ticularly with reference to an engage- 
ment between Japanese and Chinese at 
Chaoyangssu, just within the Jehol 
border, from which the Chinese fled 
with Japanese soldiers in pursuit, and 
the approach of the victors towards 
Nanling, near Chaoyangssu, the occu- 
pation of which was held imminent 
by the “apanese. 

Meanwhile, the house of peers heard 
the foreign minister, Viscount Yasyua 
Uchida, explain the cabinet’s decision 
to withdraw from the League if the 
assembly accepts the Manchurian re- 
port. 

Admiral Osumi issued orders to all 
commandants at naval bases and fleet 
commanders that, since Japan had de- 
cided to secede from the League, the 
personnel of the entire Japanese navy 
should be on the, alert and be prepared 
to meet any possible emergency. 

To Meet Any Enemy. 

One of the admiral’s aides explain- 
ed that no hostilities with any power 
were envisioned, but that the minister 
decided to impress upon his subor- 
dinates tha: a crisis was confronting 
the empire. 

Word that the cabinet stands ready 
to leave the League was quickly sent 
to the chief Japanese delegate at 
Geneva, Yosuke Matsuoka. 

He is expected to leave the league 
seat as soon as the assembly has voted 
on the report, going either to Paris or 
London or returning home directly by 
way of Siberia. 

In addition to withdrawing her 
representative from the League itself, 
Japan will recall Vice Adwiral Osami 
Nagano and _ Lieutenant General 
Yoshiji Tatekawa, the delegates to 
the disarmament conference. 

At the navy office it was said that 
Japan remained loyal to the Wash- 
ington and London naval treaties and 
that the government hoped to partici- 
pate in a conference with other signa- 
tories to those pacts in 1935. 


SOONG PREDICTS BITTER WAR 
IF JAPAN INVADES JEHOL 
PEIPING, China, Feb, 20.—()— 
The Japanese invasion of Jehol will 
explode the whole powder magazine of 
north China, Finance Minister T. V. 
Soong. of the Nanking government, 
said tonight after his return from 
Jehol City, capital of the province. 
“Outwardly everything seems calm 
but the limit of endurance has been 
reached.” Mr. Soong said. “and if 
trouble comes I am sure the people 
of north China will prove as patri- 
otic as the people of the south showed 


themselves to be last year at 
| Shanghai. 

“As an illustration when I brought 
up the question of financing the de- 
fense of Jehol in conversation with 
the northern bankers, it was not nec- 
essary to make any appeal for money. 
Without hesitation they subscribed an 
amount which I named as sufficient 
to cover the minimum requirements 
of the coming months.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—(#)—The 
1933 exhibition of work by negro art- 
ists opened today at the art center, 
sponsored by the Harmon foundation. 

Of the 57 artists represented in

Although the foundation is offering 
no prizes this year, seven awards were 
made available through the generosity 
of patrons. Among these is the prize 
of $150, given by the wife of Alexan- 


der Purves, of Hampton, Va., in mem- 
ory of her father, the late Robert C. 
Ogden, for many years director of the 
Hampton Institute. This award went 
to Sargent. Johnson, whose work has 
won much comment from critics.

Dear Miss Chatfield: When I was 
married | moved away from home 
Jeaving a sister, three years younger, 
to live with my parents. She began 
to write me letters telling me that 
she couldn’t get along with mother.

My 
husband says I should pay her but I 
can’t see it that way. What do you 
think?

Answer: You are evidently deal- 
ing with a demented person and if 
you value peace and can afford to 
give her the $25 as a gift, then it 


will be a good investment. You 
certainly don’t owe her anything. 
You evidently have a long-suffering, 
devoted husband and he shouldn’t be 
taxed further with an ungrateful, 
trouble-making sister-in-law. 

To consider her insane will be 
the most charitable construction 
that can be put upon her conduct. 
When a woman who can’t get along 
with the parents who brought her 
into the world, nor with the sister 
that has befriended her, nor with 
the businessman that has employed 
her there is something radically 
wrong with her. Everybody can’t 
be wrong and she right. 


Her attitude about the $25 doesn't 
prove that she is demented. The 
sanest are sometimes the most selfish 
and money is the acid test of the 
presence of all those virtues, which 
lacking we are selfish—generosity. 
gratitude, and graciousness. Put 
money into the hands of any indi- 
vidual without telling him that you 
are testing him and the things he 
buys or doesn’t buy, the gifts he 
makes or doesn’t make, the gratitude 
he expresses or doesn’t express, will 
reveal his true nature as clearly as the 
X-ray reveals the bone structure of 
the human body. It is positively un- 
canny the way a material substance. 
like money, can mirror the moral and 
spiritual nature of the person that 
handles it!

GOVERNOR CZAR 


Comstock Defers An- 
nouncement of Plans To 
End State Bank Holiday. 


DETROIT, Feb. 20.—(/)—At the 
conclusion of a conference that con- 


tinned far into the. night, Governor 
William A. Comstock late tonight de- 
ferred until tomorrow announcement 
of the course that will be taken when 
Michigan’s extraordinary’ eight-day 
banking holiday ends tomorrow night. 

The conference, in which represen- 
tative bankers and legislative and ad- 
ministration leaders participated, was 
held at Lansing where the house of 
representatives tonight concurred in 
a senate resvlution declaring an emer- 
gency to exist. 

The resolution, vesting the governor 
with almost unlimited power to dic- 
tate what state banks shall do in the 
emergency, now needs only senate con- 
currence in an amendment affixed by 
the house to become effective and that 
was expected tomorrow. 

When he announced deferment of 
his announcement, the governor gave 
as his reason delay of the legislature 
to grant him full- emergency power. 

Previously, he had intimated he 
would issue another proclamation 
bearing on the banking situation be- 
fore morning, explaining that he felt 
“something to relieve the uncertain- 
ty” was necessary. 

He indicated he favored permitting 
the banks to reopen Thursday morn- 
ing, after the Washington birthday 
holiday, under a plan of limited with- 
drawals. I am convinced,” he said,

A new bill was being drafted at 
Lansing tonight which would grant 
broad powers to the state banking 
commissioner for one year, including 
limitation of withdrawals from banks.
